The mock election, design- 
id by sophomore Eliot 
Shepard, was taken during at- 
ice period on election 
ay and covered the Presiden- 
Gubematorial, Senatorial, 
Representorial races. 

In the Preseidential race, 
[Republican incumbent Ronald 
| Reagan received 60 percent of 
le student vote, 222 total, to 
[Democrat nominee Walter 
jMondale's 156 votes, car 40%. 

'T was surprised by how 
[many Mondale votes there 
[was," said Shepard, after the 
i ballots were counted, "though 
[actually, I wish there were 
Imore."

The race for the seat in 
the United States Senate was 
the closest in the mock elec¬ 
tions with Democratic candi¬ 
date Norman D'Amours upset¬ 
ting Republican incumbent 
Gordon Humphrey's bid for a 
second Senate seat 191 votes, 
or 53%, to 168 votes, or 47%. 

The contest for the US 
House of Representatives' seat 
was a democratic landslide 
with Durham resident Dudley 
Dudley sweeping 62% or 225 
votes to Republican challenger 
Bob Smith's 38% or 138 votes. 

"What a contrast that the 
students would vote for (John) 
Sununu, and Dudley Dudley in 
the same breath," said ORHS 
Principal Geoffrey Jones, Tt's 
amazing." 

Voter turn-out at ORHS 
with 69% of the students vot¬ 
ing, was just about equal to 
the 71 % voter turn-out in Dur¬ 
ham, but well under the state 
voting percentage which aver¬ 
aged between 70%-86%. 


SC Downs 7 Period Day

The Student Council vot¬ 
ed at its last meeting not to 
endorse a proposal for a seven 
period day. In their statement 
to the School Board, the gen¬ 
eral opinion expressed was 
that it would add too much 
time to the school day. 

The "No" vote was brought 
to the School Board, the next 
day by the council's represen¬ 
tative, Senior Nancy Erbstein. 
Specific objections were voic¬ 
ed concerning increased class 
load, and the time taken by a 
longer day. 

The proposal was original¬ 
ly brought up so students 
would be able to take a wider 
variety of courses and 
schedule the needed lab time 

In other business, ammend- 
ments to the Student Council 
Constitution were read: one to 
repeal a previous ammend- 
ment increasing the size of 
the student council to 40 


members, and another to re¬ 
quire the Student Council 
President to have previous 
experience on the council. 
Neither was voted on. 

Also discussed was repre¬ 
sentation to various commit¬ 
tees in school. Kevin Pearsall 
and Beth Fuller will attend 
Curriculum Committee meet¬ 
ings. However, the Student 
Council will only receive min¬ 
utes from the Climate com¬ 
mittee meetings, because mem¬ 
bers of the committee do not 
want students in attendance. 
According to Mr. Bob Nilson, 
Climate Committee Chairman, 
they do not want a student 
present because the personal¬ 
ities of members of the facul¬ 
ty are sometimes discussed 
during meetings. 

'Its like your parents," 
said Mr. Nilson, "they some¬ 
times don't want you around 
when they are talking about 
something."

Force on Alcohol and Drug 
Abuse is having its next 
meeting November 27th at 
7:30 P.M. in the Oyster 
River High School library. 
All concerned community 
members,including students, 
are welcome. 

The task force, which 
meets on the fourth Tuesday 
— i — r ^ y month is a result of 
the Chemical People pro¬ 
grams aired last November 
on Public Television. These 
shows, the first on drug and 
alcohol abuse in young peo¬ 
ple and the second on how 
to organize task forces, 
were viewed at nearly 
11,000 community meetings. 
Two of such meetings were 
held at the ORHS library 
with a turnout of 50-60 peo¬ 
ple pier meeting, according 
to ORHS nurse and co¬ 
ordinator for the meetings 
Mrs. Beth Kleine. 

Some objectives for this 
year include helping to lo¬ 
cate funding for a substance 
abuse counselor and creating 
a community education class 
with discussion groups, ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Kleine. 

Past accomplishments of 
the task force, according to 
a newsletter from President 


Norah Attenborough, include: 
providing individual or fami¬ 
ly counseling upon request, 
working with Principal 
Geoffery Jones and the 
Health Education Committee 
in establishing discussion 
groups on drug and alcohol 
related subjects, volunteer¬ 
ing to drive for the 
S.A.D.D.'Hot Line' service at

ORHS used to 
be on a seven-period day 
schedule in the mid to late 
sixties. The school day then 
was from 7:50 AM to about 
2:55 PM.

The extra period 
would also allow students the 
time to talk with teachers or 
friends, or use the resources 
in the library for reports and 
projects. 

Sophomore Greg More 
feels that, "it wouldn't be 
beneficial" to students since 
they already have enough 
homework and other activities. 

Board Member Suzanne 
Loder feels that there should 
be a laboratory for sciences 
like biology, but because of 
the time conflict this idea has 
been dismissed. 

The extra period would 
also allo w students to take 
practical courses like typing 
and driver's ed. More art and 
music courses could be taken 
though, as Mr. Jones put it, 
'Tt isn't just an arts vs. ac¬ 
ademic issue at alL" Students 


has been decided on as the 
location of this year's prom. It 
was chosen over the Ashworth 
Hotel, because it is closer to 
home. Also, two years ago a 
succesful prom was held at the 
dub. "It is a perfect place to 
have a prom", says Oyster 
River graduate Keith Weston. 

Committee members want 
to hold the prom as early as 
possible so as not to compete 
with other local proms," said 
Mrs. Schaefer.

Mr. Lou Mroz said, "I 
think there is a need for it in 
the school," but he also stat¬ 
ed, "there should be more mon¬ 
ey for teachers and activities. 

Although there are many 
advantages, there are also 
some "pure drawbacks," said 
Mr. Jones. Students would be 
in school for an extra 54 min¬ 
utes, leaving less time for ex¬ 
tra-curricular activities. Also, 
there would be an increase in 
time, money, and space to 
accommodate the extra class¬

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Career Center —— 
Is Hub

Last Wednesday the Uni¬ 
versity of New Hampshire 
SE A R C H Program completed 
its sixth session with Dr. 
Norman Moore discussing the 
effects of the elections. 

Moore commented on the 
realignment of the political 
structure of the nation and 
stated that the Republicans 
are now in power. "Although 
he is a Democrat, he remained 
objective throughout the lec¬ 
ture," according to Junior 
J. Scott Shirley. 

The program in its first 
year has attracted students 
from 18 high schools including 
Oyster River. 

On October 3, Dr. Filson 
Glanz spoke about "Robotics 
in the Workplace". Issues ex¬ 
plored were the social implica¬ 
tions of robots and how they 
might replace people someday. 
Glanz presented both sides of 
the argument but stood neutral 
between them. He felt that 
robots could be helpful if used 
properly, according to Shirley. 

Other lectures already 
presented include: "Frontiers 
in Space", "Education in the 
Future", "The Politics of 


World Hunger", and "Aspects 
of Life". 

Most of the speakers for 
the Search Program are UNH 
professors who discuss their 
views on political issues. After 
each lecture the students 
break into groups of twelve 
and discuss the topic with a 
UNH graduate student serving 
as moderator. 

According to Junior Sara 
Spalding, "Search is an effec¬ 
tive program that introduces 
students to different fields of 
study. It also lets us interact 
with other sea coast area stu¬ 
dents." 

Most of the schools held 
competitions for enrollment 
into the program, but most 
ORHS students who wanted to 
participate were able to do so. 

The ORHS students involv¬ 
ed are Seniors Nancy Erbstein, 
Wendy Batson, Meredith 
Bennet, and Amy Walenta.

Bennett put the game on 
ice in the waning minutes of 
the fourth quarter. She blasted 
a shot from 35 yards and 
found the upper corner of net 
once again. 

When asked what Bennett 
thought about the game she 
said, "The best thing about the 
team is that everyone on the 
team is a championship quality 
player." 

OR notched two playoff 
victories to reach the finals. 
Because of their number one 
rank the girls got a bye in the 
first round. In the game 
against the Stevens Cardinals, 
it came down to a shootout, 
which OR won 6-4 with ag¬ 
gressive goaltending by Grossi.

Linking Past and Present

Byrnes Brings Talents 
To Program 


Moored in front of the dd 
John Hancock Warehouse on 
the York River is a 69 foot 
sailing barge named the 
Captain'Ed ward H. Adams'. 
This gundalow is not an 
anachronism but an 
educational tool visiting 
York, Maine this month. 

At tow tide, when the red 
planked hull of the gundalow 
is exposed, its flat bottom 
rests on the grey-green mud 
flat. The massive spar looms 
high above the warehouse cre¬ 
ating an image of a by gone 
era. 

The Adams and the Pis- 
cataqua Gundalow Project Re¬ 
gional Education Program are 
part of an effort to create 
regional awareness. 

Project director Alex 
Herlihy of Oyster River High 
School has presented 13 re¬ 
gional history programs in sea- 
coast communities this year. 
He and his staff of eight have 
put 10 months of time and ef¬ 
fort into the project thus far. 

/The gundalow education 
program was inspired by the 
construction of the "Adams", a 
replica of the "Fannie M", a 
gundalow that sailed the Pis- 
cataqua Basin 80 years ago. 
The Piscataqua Gundalow Pro¬ 
ject was responsible for the 
construction of the gundalow 
in 1982 at Strawberry Banke. 

In February of 1984 the 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities presentad a $60,000 
grant to the Gundalow Project 
to fund the many activities of 
the education program. Ac¬ 
cording to Herlihy, these acti¬ 
vities include: 

- the formation of town 
gundalow committees to orga¬ 
nize and support visits of the 
"Adams", 


-the presentation of 
teacher workshops, 

-the presentation of com¬ 
munity lyceums chi regional 
history, 

-the production of media 
presentations, 

-the creation of permanent 
and mobile exhibits, 

-the organization of 
oral history presentations, 

-and the publication of a 
brochure illustrating regional 
history, environment and cur¬ 
rent issues. 

"These activities, are not 
only for schools, but for en¬ 
tire communities to benefit 
from," commented Hedihy. 

Media Producer Paul 
Gasowski of Oyster River High 
School provides his talents 
for creating audio-visual ma¬ 
terial for the Gundalow Pro¬ 
ject Education Program. He has 
produced a slide-tape that 
covers the history of the gun¬ 
dalow and the region it 
served. 

Alex Herlihy stated, 
"There is a purpose behind 
studying all this history: to 
create regional aware¬ 
ness now." 

The Piscataqua Region was 
the life line to central New 
Hampshire and Maine before 
railroads and trucks. The 
Boats of the Piscataqua sup¬ 
plied everything to the sur¬ 
rounding inland towns. The 
people of the project believe 
the sea coast region can work 
as one again, on current is¬ 
sues. 

1985 promises to be a pro¬ 
pitious year for the Gundalow 
Project. The myriad programs 
and events that are planned 
will be upon us soon. The peo¬ 
ple working on the project 
urge all to take part and be¬ 
nefit from the experience. $*!*
